WasHINGTON, July 24.—The Republiean
Benators hnd another couferencs attho room
of the Committes oo Flannoa thla morning, to
dlacusa the proposed substitute for the Morrl-
gon renolution, whicnh hins been propared by the
eommittee appolntal for thut purpose, The
resolution, as it paracd the Houss, reqiires the
Hacratary of the Troasury to uea nil tha monnsy
in the Treasury Ino excosas of $100,000,000 for
the redemption of bonds, The eubstitute
does not countain ary compulsory claune,
It slmply “authorizea™ the Bocretary
to use the surplus ln the Treasnry for the pay-
mant ol the publle delit whanever It shall ex-
cesd tha sum of $110,600,000, but providea that
at oo time slinll the surpius over and aboyve
ounistandiog Habilities and trost fundsexce ol
the sum of $135.000.000, The dleretion of the

Bearstary is therefors (lmitad so that the sur-

lam ennnnt be mora than 135,000,000, and not
wan than $110, 000,000, whileh would glve blm &
worklog balanes of $25, 000,000,
